Some will 
have it, that the Congrefs is to be held in fome Town 
of France, that Cardinal Fieury may affift at it, as he 
did at Soiffons. Prince Eugene returned the 28th ult. 
from his Country Seat, and was next Day in Council 
with the Emperor and his Minifters, on the prefent- 
State of Affairs. There appear fo many different Co- 
pies of the Preliminaries agreed on betwixt this Court 
and France, that ’tis impoffible to know which are the 
right and true. Thofe which are generally . reputed 
fich by the Publick here, are, ‘ That the Court of 
* France fhall guarrantee the Emperor in the Engage-

‘ Dutchy to the Duke: of Lorain, who fhall yield the 
‘ Pofleffion of it to Prince Charles his Brether, who is 
* to marry the fecond of the Archdutchefs’s Daughters 
‘ of the Empire > That moreover the Court of france 
‘ fhall procure his Imperial Majefly the Peace before 
* next Spring; and thatthe Time for holding the Con- 
* grefs fhall be limited to fix Months, &c.’ ‘Lhe Count 
de Daun, formerly Governor of the Milanefe, is fent 
for from his Retirement in the Country ; and °tis be- 
lieved he will be fent off fomte important Comnwfihon 
to the Auftrian Netherlands. Mean time ’tis faid there 
will be fome Removes very foon at this Court. . On 
Saturday the Emperor hunted wild Boars for the lait

Frankfort, Now. 10. We already begin to feel the 


Effeéts of the Sufpenfion of Arms in thefe Parts. The 
Paflages on both Sides the Rhine are laid open, and 
free Kntrance to all Places is again permitted.

We 
are affured that a Deputy from the Country of Liege 
has been fince with that General, and reprefented co 
him, that by a late Convention at Cologn with the 
Count de Plettenberg, the Emperor’s Plenipotentiary 
Minitter to the Circle of Weftphalia, it was agreed that 
on paying down a certain Sum of Money, the faid 
Principality ihould be exempted from Winter-Quarters, 
and ‘that their Neutrality with the Coart of France 
might be continued. ; 

Mantua, O&.31. There are certain Preliminaries 
handed about here of the Peace concluded betycen the 
Emperor and the King of Frarice.

Vhe India Company's Actions continue to rife, and are 
now gotup to 1870. On the r2th Thftarit the Parlia- 
ment of Paris was opened with the ,ufual Ceremonies, 
by a folemn Mafs, which was celebrated in the Great 
Hall by the Bithop of Senlis. 

Paris, Nov. 12: N.S. On the” 5th Tnftant the 
Marfhal de Coigny having communicated to Count 
Seckendorf Orders which he had received from the 
King relating to a Ceffation of Hoftilities lately con- 
cluded, and Count Seckendorf having by his Anfwer 
accepted the Regulations propofed by the Marfhal de 
Coigny, it was agreed between them, that from that 
Day all Holtilities thould ceafe between the two Armies, 

that they would wait for new Orders from France 
and Germany; as well for publifhing the Ceffation of 
Hoftilities, as for fettling in Confequence of it the 
Quarters to be poffefled by the French and Imperial 
Forces.

.Quadt, Hoftilities immediately ceafed between the 
King’s Troops and thofe of the Empeser which the 
Duke of Wirtemberg commands on the other Side of 
the Rhine. | 
. Hague, Nov. 11. N.S. It isadvifed fiom the Rhine, 
hat Hoitilities between the Imperialifts and the French 
have already ceafed ; and that a Conference is to be 
fnortly held near Philipsburgh, between one or more of 
the General Officers on each Side, for fettling every 
thing relating to the Ceffation. The States of the 
Province of Holland are affembled, and to Day have 
diipofed of feveral Military Employments that were 
vacant.
